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With resurfacing project 


City to soothe its paving headache

One of Romulus’ biggest headaches — its 
roads — are in for a soothing when a $2 
million paving project gets underway in the 
fall. 

Approximately 20 miles of gravel roads will 
receive a blanket of blacktop to ease the city's 
reputation of having some of the worst roads 
in Western Wayne County 
Bids will be awarded for the project within 
the next three weeks, according to John 
Chihan, city planner and industrial coor- 
dinator. The paving will be financed by a 
$1,515,000 bond sale with the city paying the 
additional $500,000 in cash 
THE BOND SALE will be advertised im-

mediately, and the construction contract will 
he awarded as soon as the bonds are sold, 
Chihan said 

Romulus Department of Public Works 
official Jim Radford said of the city’s ap- 
proximate total of 125 miles of streets and 
roads, about 97 miles are gravel. Of the 
remaining paved roadways, several are 
showing signs of wear, he added. 


“Romukis has about the worst roads of any 
area around,” Radford said ‘‘And the 
drainage is terrible, too. Ofcourse, it’s only 
been a city for four yearsand most cities have 
gone through what it’s doing right now 
‘i ts only a matter of time until Romulus 
catches up.” 

HE CRITICIZED the results of Romulus’ 
first paving program last spring, claiming 


that portions of the new surfaces already are 
breaking up. 

“The contractor did a poor job last year,” 
he said “He was supposed to come back and 
repair the holes that formed in the roads. ” N 

Radford added that an area of Smith Road 
west of Middlebelt is the worst. 

“It started breaking up in the spring even; 
though it was paved only last fall.” he said. 


“The contractor patched the road, but now it 
looks like heck. It is my understanding that 
he’s supposed to come back and repair it. 

RADFORD EXPLAINED that an updated 
drainage ditch system is scheduled for con- 
struction at the same time as the road 
resurfacing, which could relieve the city’s 
poor storm drainage. 

“The present ditches are not getting rid of 
the water. The city is one big holding pond,” 
he said. “But that’s the county’s respon- 
sibility.” 

The new paving project will change many 
of the roads from the local to major thorough- 
fare category. 

“It will upgrade Ihe road system.” he 
added.

Tenants charge harrassment 

Park owner renovates site

A lawsuit has been filed by two 
Romulus mobile homeowners against 
the owner of the Metro Mobile Home 
Park on Van Born Road for alleged 
harassment of the two tenants. 

Livonia attorney Eugene S. Hoiby 
said he filed for and received an in- 
junction in Wayne County Circuit 
Court, prohibiting park owner Frank 
Royster from allegedly trying to force 
the two tenants into signing new l-year 
leases in accordance with the moving of 
their homes from one part of the park to 
another. 

“Royster is remodeling his park and 
he wants all of the tenants to move to 
another place (in the back of the park) 
which no one objects to,” Hoiby said. 
“But he wants the tenants tv sign new 1- 


year leases and upgrade their trailers, 
too 

“THE STATE STATUTES say he can 
relocate the trailers, but without cost to 
the owners.” 

Hoiby said forcing the tenants to sign 
new leases would be a violation of that 
stipulation. 

One of the tenants, Patricia 
Umholtz, objects to having to sign a 
new lease because she plans to buy a 
house elsewhere and doesn’t want to be 
locked into a lease at the park 

She said Royster also wants her to 
buy a new trailer at least 12 feet wide 
and 50 feet long within 90 days. 

“City codes only call for a 12-by-50 
foot pad, and you can put any size 
trailer on it,” she said. “But he said I 
can't have trailers less than 12-by-50.” 

TENANT TERMINATION papers 
huve btx.n served to Mrs. UmholU and 


the other tenant, meaning that eviction 
notices will be served in 30 days if 
Royster's regulations are not met. 

But, Hoiby has taken the case to 
court. 

“He (Royster) is just trying to make 
a few bucks by making the tenants sign 
new leases,” he said. “The law is on the 
tenants’ side and I will ask for a per- 
manent injunction at a hearing Friday. 
The temporary injunction now says 
Royster can’t bother these people until 
there is a court hearing. 

“Mrs. Umholtz will agree to move 
within the park as long as she doesn’t 
have to sign a new lease. 

"You can’t move people around 
arbitrarily any more.” The days of the 
old trailer parks are gone.” 

HOIBY SAID ROYSTER’S attorney, 
Vincent Dunn of Detroit, “probably will 


acquiesce to the tenants' wishes.” 

Royster said in last week's The 
Romulus Roman that to meet 
requirements of the loan agency 
providing him with money to renovate 
the park, all trailers must be at least 12- 
feet wide. That width is not required by 
city building codes, however. 

"I'm not trying to be hard-nosed, but 
I don't see why I shouldn’t be able to 
upgrade my park, if I want to,” he 
added. 

He sajd Monday that Mrs. Umholtz’s 
charges of harrassment are unfounded, 
adding “I would say the reverse 
probably is possible, though.” 

ROYSTER WOULD MAKE no other 
comment regarding the suit except to 
say “I anticipate going to court. I think 
I’m right.” 

Dunn was unavailable for comment.

Romulus school administrators this 
week defended their position on 
awarding a rubbish removal contract to 
a bidder for a cost other than the lowest 
price offered. 

The contract for rubbish removal in 
the school district for the 1974-75 schpol 
year was awarded to the Canejo 
TYucking Co. of 16321 Dodge St., 
Romulus, at a special school board 
session July 22. 

Carl W. Morris, president of the 
Romulus Board of Education, Monday 
defended the school board's action in 
awarding the contract to Canejo. 

“THE CANEJO FIRM S services last 
year were excellent and pickups always 
were on time regardless of weather 
conditionsand were never missed. The 
board felt that staying with the Canejo 
firm was justified despite the slight 
difference in the bids received,” he 
said 

“In addition the school board 
reserves the right to accept the bid that 
in the opinion of the school board is best 
for the school district or reject all bids 
if the situation requires it,” Morris 
added. 

The Canejo firm, which handled the 
rubbish removal during the 1973-74 
school year is, owned and operated by 
Gervazio Candjo, former member of 
the school board Canejo served on the 
school board from 1970 to 1972 

The bid, submitted by Canejo, 
called for the payment of $3 per daily 
pickup at the school district’s 10 
buildings and administrative offices.

THE LOW BID OF $2 85 per daily 
pickup, or 15 cents below Canejo’s, was 
submitted by the Aaro Disposal Inc. of 
Livonia. i 

According to school records, Aaro 
owner Robert Runco’s brother, John, as 
the R.S. Rubbish Co., had the contract 
for two years prior to the Canejo firm 
School officials reported 
dissati faction with the services per- 
formed by the R.S. Rubbish Co. 


Robert Runco, who said he is a land- 
owner and taxpayer in the City of 
Romulus, criticised the board of 
education for awarding the contract to 
the Canejo firm. 

RUNCO IN A LETTER to The 
Romulus Roman criticising the school 
board said: 

“In June, 1974, my company sub- 
mitted a proposal on the school 
district’s rubbish removal

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requirements for the 1975 school year. 
Although I was told that it was the 
lowest bid. the contract was awarded to 
another company at a substantially 
higher cost. 

“The competancy of my company 
was not in question, since it had been 
highly recommended. However, it 
happens that a principle of the com- 
pany receiving the contract was, at one 
time, on the school board. 

“This event occurred several weeks 
ago, and disgusted as I was at the time, 

I was undecided whether to take some 
type of action. However, I also am a 
landowner as well as a taxpayer in 
Romulus, and although a few hundred 
dollars of unnecessary spending on the 
part of the school district may seem 
trivial to some, it may well be in- 
cficative of an even greater misuse of 
public taxes within the district 

“WITH POLITICAL CORRUPTION 
at its height and the threat of an in- 
creased cost cf living at inflationary 
bounds, I know of no other way to end 
unnecessary wasting of taxes and 
general misuse of public and private 
funds than to make facts such as these 
known to the public.” 

The rubbish collecting contract 
awarded to Canejo calls for a total of 
2,308 pickups during a 10-month school 
year at a cost of $6.9^ This compares 
with Runco’s bid proposal of $6,577 or 
a difference of $347, according to 
Assistant Superintendent Thomas M. 
Janack, who is in charge of main- 
tenance and operations

Court adjourns road patrol service hearing 


A court hearing on a lawsuit, requesting the 
Wayne County Board of Commissioners be 
barred from ending Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol services to outcounty townships, 
has been adjourned sending the com- 
missioners’ consideration of extending the 
patrols. - 

The lawsuit, initiated Aug 23 by Detroit 
attorney Louis Wechsler on behalf of severr 
Western Wayne Countv townships, challenges 
the right of the board to discomtinue the road 
patrol services. 

The board has funded the patrols through 
Aug. 31. 

THE COURT SUIT asks Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Thomas J. Foley to en- 
join the county from discontinuing the road 
patrolsuntil the issue is settled. The suit also 
requested the judge to issue a declaratory 
judgment holding that the townships have 
the right to the sheriff’s road patrols. 

Last Friday the county was to show cause

why a temporary injunction should not be 
granted. 

Judge Foley adjourned the hearing to 
Tuesday at the request of Chief Assistant 
Corporation Counsel George Cross, who acted 
after consulting a special committee of the 
commissioners. 

On Aug. 12, the board of commissioner’s 
Public Safety and Judiciary Committee 
recommended an extension of the patrols 
through Nov. 30, the end of the present fiscal 
year. 

The Ways and Means Committee Monday 


also recommended an extension of the patrols 
until the year’s end 

THE PUBLIC SAFETY committee’s 
recommendation to extend the patrols 
through Nov. 30 at a cost of $88,975 is 
dependent on a fullreviewof the service at the 
1974-75 budget hearings in October 

The full board of commissioners is 
scheduled to rule on the recommendation for 
an extension at a formal board meeting 
tomorrow. 

The intention to phase out the road patrols 
in townships was eyed first by the indirectly- 


chosen Wayne County Board of Supervisors in 
1963 

The board of commissioners re affirmed 
that policy in adopting the annual budget in 
1970 The board advised the townships to plan 
accordingly, but did not set a timetable for 
ending the service. 

THE BOARD FUNDED the patrol service 
only through Aug. 31 in last year's budget, but 
continued the patrols after some townships 
promised to work toward financing their own 
police serv ices 

An Aug 31 cut-off was scheduled again this 


year in an effort to prod the townships in that 
direction 

Those favoring l he cut-off argue that county 
taxes collected at-large should not be used to 
provide police services for some townships 
while other townships and 33 cities pay for 
their own police protection. 

The lawsuit claims that the county is 
obligated by the state constitution and 
statutes to provide the road patrol services 
and that more than 120,000 residents in a 200 
square mile area would be deprived of 
adequate police protection. 

THE COMMISSIONERS have the authority 
to determine the level of services to be 
provided, according to the corporation 
counsel’s office. The board has asked the 
townships to provide either their own police 
forces or to contact the sheriff for the ser-

Huron Township Supervisor 
George W. Moore tonight is 
expected to re-introduce to the 
Huron Township Board of 
Trustees a proposal which 
would create the post of 
township manager as the 
community’s chief executive. 

The unique move would 
allow the supervisor to 
assume more of an “am- 
bassador" role in the township 
while funneling its ad- 
ministrative burderns toward 
the manager. 

Moore’s proposal, which he 
said was put before the board 
about eight months ago. but 
not acted upon, would cut the 
supervisor’s salary from its 
present $15,500 toabout $6,000, 
while giving the new manager 
a salary of about $13,000. A 
secretary to Moore, who 
presently is earning $7,000, 
would be re assigned to other 
office secretarial duties, he 
added. 

• WITH THE NEW manager 
government, the township 
could save $3,000 or $4,000 a 
year and get more work 
done,” he explained. 

“I think it can work. The 
township needs to get 
somebody who can take 
charge, because I don’t think 
it Ulie township government) 
is working the way it is," he 
added. 

Moore, township clerk Mary 
Lou Carey and some members 
of the board of trustees have 
not seen eye-to-eye for some 


time, and Moore insists that 
such non-cooperation can hurt 
the township. 

Moore said he would not 
seek the post of township 
manager if it is formed, and 
added that the official should 
be appointed by the board

idea," he said. 

The idea has received mixed

A RECENT SOIL 
stabilization program on 
Garden City streets was 
scrutinized by Radford, and 
he brought back favorable 
reports of the inexpensive 
resurfacing method, but 
admitted that such a project 
probably is several years 
away in RomuSus. 

“The stabilization is a 
pretty good thing, but I would 
doubt the city would consider 
it for 10 or 15 years," he said. 

Stabilization involves 
breaking up and pulverizing

the existing roadbed, mixing 
liquid asphalt into the chewed- 
up substance and rolling it 
back onto the road. The 
process is much cheaper than 
laying concrete, but usually 
doesn’t last as long. 

Once Romulus has 
blacktopped most of its roads, 
the city would be able to use 
the stabilization process when 
the roads begin to deteriorate. 

The current resurfacing 
plancaQs for work to continue 
this fall and winter as long as 
weather permits and resume 
in the spring with completion 
expected by midsummer.

DNR embarks on ticklish problem

The Michigan Department of Natural Resources ( DNR ) 
is about to embark on what may be its most ticklish public 
relations problem yet 

And that is telling local people how to use their property 

The DNR recently was thrust into this position by its 7- 
member policy-making body, the Natural Resources 
Commission which approved zoning regulations for the 
Jordan River in northwestern Michigan 

THE REGULATIONS will give the state power to 
regulate land use along the Jordan which runs through 
Antrim and Charlevoix counties. 

This is the first time the state has become directly in- 
volved in regulating local land use. a power traditionally 
reserved for local units of government. 

The state’s entry into local zoning has come with a 
series of laws which were passed to save various parts of 
Michigan’s natural environment, the Great Lakes 
shoreline and rivers w hich still are in a natural state. 

To preserve either of these two types of natural 
features, the legislature gave the DNR power to designate 
the areas for special zoning restrictions to put tight 
controls on any development which would take place in 
these affected areas. 

IF A COUNTY fails to adopt DNR approved zoning 
regulations for either Great Lakes shorelands or rivers, 
then the law states the DNR has the power to go in and do 
it itself. 

This is what happened with the Jordan River. Both, 
Antrim and Charlevoix counties refused to adopt controls

for development along the river So, the DNR has moved 
to fill in the gap 

Now, before any of the 112 property owners along the 
Jordan can make any kind of changes to their land, they 
will have to get approval from a state appointed zoning 
administrator, in this case the DNR’s regional forester. 

The success of the natural rivers program, the 
, shorelands program and any other state environmental 
program which calls for strict state control could hinge on 
what happens in the Jordan River area. 

IF THE PROPERTY owners and other local residents 
accept the program, then everything could work very 
smoothly and the Jordan’s natural and wild character 
could be saved for posterity. 

But, if the local residents and others who fear state land 
use controls start to flex their muscles, the program could 
be in trouble. 

Just on the local level, zoning ordinances have the 
ability to arouse a whole community. 

Township halls and city council chambers are many 


times packed to the rafters with property owners who are 
incensed over a local zoning ordinance. 

THE IDEA THAT somebody can tell you how to use 
your land is alien to many people, no matter who does the 
telling, wehther it be your friends and neighbors on the 
township board or on the city council. 

To have state government do it could arouse stronger 
feelings. Efforts by the legislature to pass a state land-use 
act which creates a state land-use commission has been 
stymied in committee because of the lawmakers' fears of 
state involvement in local land use. 

The legislature, however, thought that keeping 
Michigan’s shorelands and selected rivers in their natural 
state important enough to give the DNR control over how 
this land is used. 

Without taking such action, the lawmakers felt that two 
of Michigan’s big assets would be put in jeopardy 
Development along many stretches of shoreland and

along many rivers has caused environmental damage and 
has destroyed the areas aesthetic values. 

THE LEGISLATURE felt that it could not lose the 
natural beauty of these two features which are a lure to 
many tourists who spend much money, resulting in the 
creation of many jobs 

If property owners in the affected areas, however, fail 
to see this, then the future of this type of program would 
be put in doubt 

Property owners and residents along other rivers which 
have been pegged for preservation by the state are 
starting to make their feelings felt. Local opposition to the 
state’s zoning has aroused the wrath of some individuals 
who have threatened to disrupt DNR meetings and who 
have threatened to challenge the ldw in court. 

The DNR admits a problem in having the program 
accepted 

IN ITS 1973 annual report on the Natural Rivers 
Program, the DNR states: 

’’Although the concept of natural river zoning is gaining 
increasing acceptance with environmentalists, govern- 
mental officials and property owners, there is a vast 
difference between acceptance and all out support. 

"A general misunderstanding of the program and an 
unwillingness to consider controls on private property use 
are two of the biggest problems.”

Shopping center a necessity

The Enterprise-Roman did learn that the shop- 
ping facility alone is expected to be “in excess of 20

But without the construction of the shopping 
center, there is no hope for the senior citizen 
complex. 

The shopping center is necessary’ before the city 
can hope to solicite federal or state funds to sub-

A shopping center must be located near enough to 
the proposed senior citizen housing complex before 
the state or federal government would consider 
funding 

Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt said that plans 


are not even in the blueprint stage for the shopping 
center, but the developers are attempting to recruit 
companies to lease store space in the proposed 
center 

The mayor added that he anticipates the shopping 
center and subsequent high-rise housing to pave the 
way for further commercial development in the 
city 

Along with the mayor, we are pleased about the 
prospect of obtaining the shopping center and senior 
citizen bousing for the city. 


With Americans 


Ford has good rapport

Can President Gerald R Ford with 
his distinctly masculine, self confident, 
normal as apple pie personality 
generate the sort of rapport with the 
American people that aristocratic 
Franklin D. Roosevelt possessed more 
than a generation ago? 

His closest political associates— in 
particular his old comrades from 
Michigan— believe he can. 

If Ford possesses this capability, so 
the reasoning goes, then one of his great 
goals should be to restore the popular 
base of the Republican Party and 
thereby breathenew life into America’s 
two party system. 

THE REPUBLICAN Party was born 
in Michigan, and it could work out that 
Michiganders, led by Ford, will bring 
about the GOP renaissance. 

Ford’s elevation to the White House 
clearly has increased the influence of 
the GOP associates the new President 
made during a quarter of a century 
service in Congress He also has the 
confidence of a sizeable number of 
Democrats 

Two Michigan Republicans, Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin, the upper chamber’s 
minority whip, and Rep. Elford A 
Cederberg, particularly are valued at 
the White House for the in put they can 
provide the President regarding the 
mood of Congress and the American 
public 

Ford’s four C’s— “Communication, 
conciliation, compromise and 
cooperation’’— which he has promised 
will guide his relationship with the 
Democratically-controlled Congress, 
have been well publicized. Less public 
speculation has centered on his chances 
for reviving the GOP. If the Ford Ad- 
ministration avoids the appearance of 
excessive partisanship, the two ap- 
proaches both can be realized, many 
political experts believe 

ONE OF THE SHARPER political 
minds in Ford’s camp— House Minority 
Leader John J Rhodes of Arizona— 
wants Ford to look beyond the scoring 
of small, immediate political points and 
concentrate instead on the greater 
effort of giving the Republican Party a 
more popular, down home image 

Rhodes' suggestion would keep the 
President above the partisan battle 
during the campaign this fall Even in 
1976, with Ford the presumed 
Republican presidential candidate, his 
approach would be as the chief 


executive of the whole nation rather 
than a party leader. 

It might be more accurate to describe 
Ford’s task as me of reviving rather 
than rebuilding the Republican Party. 
Richard Nixon, before he destroyed his 
own effort by Watergate, actually had 
put together a “new majority” for the 
Republican. 

Old line southern Democrats, ethnics 
who had prospered and moved to the 
suburbs and an increasing number of 
blue collar workers in the cities joined 
farces then with farmers and small 1 
town residents who make up the 
traditional sources of GOP strength 


WITHOUT THE Watergate scandal, 
history probably would have credited 
Nixon with bringing about a major 
alteration in American political life, in 
much the same way FDR did for the 
Democrats in 1932. 

In the light of future uncertainties, 
Nixon's departure from the White 
House at least gave Republican in- 
cumbents running this autumn a 
fighting chance of getting reelected. 

The two Michigan congressional 
seats whjch the Democrats won in 
special elections earlier in the year 
very well may return to the Republican 
column this autumn

Rep. Richard F. Vander Veen's 
capture of Ford’s old House seat in 
Michigan’s Fifth District was a par- 
ticularly bitter pfll for the GOP. 
Republican concern became even more 
marked with Rep J. Robert Traxler 
prevailed in the normally rock solid 
Republican Eighth District. 

THROUGHOUT THE country the 
political distortions caused by 
Watergate nqw have gone. Republicans 
and Democrats for Congress are 
banging away at each other on the old 
familiar issues, and both sides seem 
relieved 

Looking ahead, the way Ford has 
projected his own image is probably the 
greatest single asset he has going for 
him He has dispelled the suspicious, 
siege-like atmosphere that prevailed at 
the white House in the Nixon days. 

He does not pretend he is some 
superma n work ing his heart out at what 
has been described hyperbolically as 
"the hardest, most solitary job in the 
world. ’’ His aides say Ford gets down to 
work without any fuss or feathers 

Yet Jerry Ford’s daily work schedule 
tas been on the average about twice as 
heavy as Nixon’s Ford gets through it 
beacuse he is a more decisive man. 
Thus far he has not locked himself up 
for hours at a time in the nearby 
executive office building like some 
modern day hamlet 

IN THE WAKE of Watergate, if it is 
assumed here that the American 
electorate has a .healthy skepticism 
about aD politicians. Ford’s open ap- 
proach, his friends believe, should 
change that public attitude at least so 
far as he is concerned They hope it also 
wiD benefit the whole party 

According to the current Washington 
joke: "The White House these days 
makes you feel that somehow you are, 
attending a University of Michigan- 
Michigan State football game, without 
the football ” 

Nixon has his Californians, Johnson 
his Texans and Kennedy has his Irish 
Mafia from Massachusetts 

Ford’s "Michigan Mafia” has one 
outstanding virtue— it’s a friendly lot 
with no high and mighty airs, at least 
not yet. 

PRESIDENTIAL Press Secretary 
Jerald F. terHorst is typical He is the 
first person since Truman's day to 
make the jump to that hot seat directly 
from a working newspaper job

Up to now it has been the fashion in Congress to blame 
skyrocketing prices on the federal debt, crop shortages 
caused by bad weather, the population explosion and the 
Arab oil sheiks 

Brown did not say these things were not factors Ob- 
viously, they are But the tone of his remarks in the House 
suggested that when it comes to inflation we are all like 
the drunk who always is promising to give up booze next 
week The Michigan congressman explained: 

"IT HAS BEEN said that people have a government in 
order to have someone to blame for requiring them to do 
that w hicn thev should do voluntarily This axiom it seems 


to rr»e is especially true with respect to inflation, the issue 
we are discussing 

"inflation will be stopped when people want to be 
stopped, when the people in industry and when the people 
in government and when the people in labor and when the 
people generally, the consumers, want it stopped 
"Let me suggest the legislation we are debating is a step 
in the direction of getting the people to understand that 
basic axiom • the idea that they should know about the 
factors that are adding to inflation 
"Through this cost of living task force we hope we will 
be able to cause the people to appreciate the very reasons 
for inflation, the causes of inflation in the different 
segments, the abuses of our economy that are leading to 
inflation and in that way to somehow stop inflation.” 
BROWN PARTICIPATED in a recent debate during 


which the House, by a vote of 279-23, adopted legislation 
setting up a White House Task Force to monitor wage and 
price developments. At the same time Monday, the Senate 
adopted a similar measure by a vote of 83-3. 

The living cost monitoring agency provided for in the 
two bills was requested by President Ford who wants to 
use it to focus public attention on excessive wage and 
price boosts. 

This task force, however, would not have authority to 
delay or roll back price or wage increases, and could not 
subpoena witnesses or evidence but could hold public 
hearings.

IN CERTAIN cases foster children also are 
eligible for these benefits. If a family has 
fcsterchildren living with them and wishes to 
apply fer theprogram they should contact the 
school wherethe child attends, Janack added.

Planner helps 
in room layout 


Room planning and fur- 
niture arrangement has been 
like driving country roads 
without a map — hit or miss 
all the way. There’s finally a 
solution to rid that decorating 
headache 

A new-, large-scale magnetic 
room planner has been 
developed It already is being 
found in some furniture and 
department stores around the 
country. 

The new system, called 
'Tryon Room Planner," was 
created by a former Chicago 
designer who has researched 
consumer buying problems 
for the past 4 years. 

She found that most people 
have trouble visualizing the 
end result, that they don’t 
know w'hat sizes to buy or how 
to lay out the room and that 
room arrangement and fur- 
niture sizes account fora good 
portion of all decorating 
mistakes. 

The large scale (1 inch - 1 
foot) is 16 times the size of 
conventional room planners 
and you don’t have to be a 
decorator or drafting engineer 
to professionally plan your 
room. 

YOU REALLY CAN picture 
how it’s look finished for it 
doesn’t appear like little 
circles and squares viewed 
from an airplane as old type 
pla nners . Th ere a re 1 87 pi ast ic 
magnetic forms representing 
furniture of all shapes and 
sizes 

Simply bring your room 
measurements to the store, 


draw it on the planning board 
and "try on’’ furniture instead 
of guessing. 

If you are being given some 
of the family furniture, 
whether hand-me-downs or 
heirlooms, take along those 
measurements and you’ll be 
abletosee how it will look with 
the new furniture you’re 
considering. 

Many young peoples can’t 
afford to buy everything at 
once and are concerned about 
hodge podge results, but 
Tryon helps get it all together 
/ to avoid those mistakes and 
give a planned program of 
buying 

SOME ADVICE which 
applies particuarly to 1 brides 
is: 

— Don’t make enemies with 
your best friend by letting her 
help you unless she’s been a 
successful amateur decorator 
with a few people other than 
herself. Better to go to the 
store and seek the advice of a 
professional sales person or 
decorator. They don’t bite and

—Indicate location and 
measurement of heat vents, 
built-ins, window and door 
openings. 

—Check depth of base 
molding, it can make the 
difference between "tight 
squeeze" and “not at all." 


Home improvement 
projects always feel better 
when they’re finished A 
spla sh of f resh color a nd some 
simple renovations suc- 
cessfully carried out can give 
a lift to your spirits as well as 
a new look to your home. And, 
with careful planning before 
you get too far involved, the 
project can be over with 
quick ly without costing an 
arm and a leg 

Study room beforeyou start. 
To add new living space to the 
home and to do it on a strict 
budget takes more than an 
idea. 

The most important single 
decision in pre-planning is the 
selection of a treatment for 
the floor. A room with 
irregular angles can defied 
conventional solutions, but the 
designers can turn a defect 
into an advantage by cutting 
carpet into angular shapes 
that echoed the dimensions of 
the room, then seaming it 
together and taping it to the 
floor A home handy man can 
do the same with a razor blade 
knifeanda roD of double faced 
tape 

A COLLECTION of shaggy 
new carpets lend themselves 
ideally to such treatment 
Made of bright, new, high- 
luster nylon, they drink up 
dyes and literally glow in 
sparkling, high-intensity 
colors. Of all carpet fibers, 
nylon wears longest. Tests 
conducted by a carpet firm 
show that nylon fibers have

And one player’s agony was over sooner than expected.

Piscopink suggested that in the future there should be a 
way to disqualify such golfers, “who lack the sportsmanship 
to compete in a manner one takes for granted. 

“Personally, I felt the guy lost his cool, because he thought 
he was going to win it.” 

Though there were other complaints - but none as serious 
as the one Piscopink lodged, the 1974 city championships at 
Fellow’s Creek was one of the best organized in its history. 

Whenever one gets 100 golfers together, there is bound to be 
complaints However, this year’s tournament ran smoothly 
thanks to the efforts of Bill Hawley, the tournament 
manager, and the management of Fellow’s Creek.

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Product safety group warns of poo / hazards 


The U S. Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission has warned that almost 50,000 per- 
sons will require hospital emergency room 
treatment this year in accidents associated 
with some of the nation's four million 
swimming pools 

Residential in-ground pools number about 
one miOionand home above-ground pools are 
estimated at three million, according to the 


National Swimming Pool Institute 
Commission injury statistics indicate that 
39,500 persons annually will seek hospital 
emergency room care for injuries involving 
below-fivepercentof the injured will involve 
persons 19 and under, and almost twice as 
many boys as girls will be hurt. 

The National Safety Council reported that 


600 children and adults drown annually in 
swimming pools, 330 in home pools 
Swimming alone or without adult super- 
vision leads to many drownings Each year, 
headlines note the deaths of infants and 
children who tumble into pools and drown 
because a gate was left open or they other- 
wise were able to gain access to a pool when 
no one was around to save them 


Many severe injuries result from falling on 
slippery walkway’s and decks and failling 
from diving board and ladders Diving and 
jumping into shallow water also are major 
causes of serious injuries 
The severity of injuries associated with 
swimming pool water slides led to a com- 
mission decision in June to commence a 
proceeding to develop a mandatory safety 


standard for slides. 

The commission also is considering a 
variety of approaches that could reduce in- 
juries associated with other pool hazards 
such as sharp edges and protruding bolts, 
slippery ladders, decks and diving boards, 
lack of depth indicators, shock hazards from 
electrical wiring and problems of exploding 
filter thanks /

He shall, on or before, sixty (60) days before the end of 
the Fiscal Year, prepare and submit to the Council a 
complete itemized proposed budget for the next fiscal 
year in accordance with the provisions of this charter. 

2. Article 9, Section 9.2: 

On or before One Hundred Twenty ( 120) days before the 
end of each fiscal year, each City officer and department 
head shall submit to the Mayor a proposed budget for next 
fiscal year, for the department or activities under his 
control. The Mayor shall prepare ^and submit to the 
Council on or before the 1st day of May a recommended 
budget within the tax limit and other revenue sources of 
the City, covering the next fiscal year. Such recom- 
mended budget shall include therein at least the following 
information: 

(a) Detailed statements, with his supporting ex- 
planations of all proposed expenditures of each depart- 
ment, office and agency of the City, showing the ex- 
penditures for corresponding items for the last preceding 
fiscal year in full, and for the current fiscal year and 
estimated expenditures for the balance of the current 
year; 

(b) Statements of the bonded and other indebtedness of 
the City, showing the debt redemption and interest 
requirements, the debt authorized and unissued, and the 
condition of sinking funds, if any; 

(c) Detailed estimates of all anticipated revenues of the 
City from sources other than taxes, with a comparative 
statement of the amounts received by the City from each 
of the same or similar sources for the last preceding fiscal 
year in full, and for the current fiscal year, and estimated 
revenues for the balance of the current fiscal year; 

(d) An estimate of the balance or deficit for the end of 
the current fiscal year, 

(e) An estimate of the amount of money to be raised 
from current and delinquent taxes and the amount to be 
raised from bond issues which, together with any 
available unappropriated surplus and any revenues from 
other sources, will be necessary to meet the proposed 
expenditures; 

(f) Such other supporting information as the majority of 
the Council may request 

3. Article 9. Section 9 3: 

A public hearing on the budget shall be held before its 
final adoption, at such time and place as the Council shall 
direct, and notice of such public hearing shall be 
published at least once, a month in advance thereof, by 
the Clerk A copy of the proposed budget shall be on file 
and available to the public for inspection at the Office of 
the Clerk during office hours for a period of not less than 
One (1) week prior to such public hearing. 

4 Article 9, Section 9.4: 

The Council shall, on or before thirty (30) days before 
the end of the fiscal year, adopt a budget for the ensuing 
fiscal year and shall, by resolution, designate the sums to 
be raised by taxation for the general purpose of the City 
and for the payment of indebtedness and provide for the 
necessary appropriation needed for municipal purposes in 
the next fiscal year , provided, however, that failure to act 
within the time herein shall not invalidate any tax levy. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That the provisions of the 
existing sections of the Charter of the City of Romulus 
which are altered, abrogated or affected by this proposal, 
if adopted, now read as follows:

(d) An estimate of the balance or deficit for the end of 
the current fiscal year;
